Reporting Procedure:It is important 


that the following reporting procedure 
always be used to minimize the time requ- 


ired to input information: 


1)WR6ADM this is (callsign) 
2)band(on 10 meters,20, etc. ) 
3)Call sign of multiplier 


4)Frequency of multiplier 
For the frequency information, if you 


have an accurate digital readout, report 
| the frequency to 0.1 kHz. For example, if 
you have 14251.3 as the frequency, report 
it as such. Use of the decimal point will 
indicate that it is an accurate readout. 
If you do not have a digital readout or 
are doubtful about its accuracy, only 
report the frequency to the nearest kHz. 
That will indicate to the net control 
and others listening that the reading may 
not be exact, and you may have to tune 


around a kHz or so to find the station. 
We urge everyone to use the net to 
maximize your score. Please remember that 
it is not only important that you listen 
to the net for info, but it is equally 
important that you feed the net as well. 
Reporting information to the net will 
take away only a small percentage of your 
operating time, but the small loss will 
be compensated many times over by the 
resulting score improvement for’ the grour 
Remember, someone is taking the time to
